Rodeo gets under way. 


Nearly four decades of history have made the California Rodeo 
what it is today—one of the world’s greatest western shows. 


For the incepfion of this event 
we must go back to the year 1909. 
It was then that a group of cattle- 
men decided that Salinas, located 
in the heart of a rich agricultural 
and stock raising district, was 
ideally situated for what was then 
called ‘“‘wild west show.” 

The goal of this group of pio- 


neers was to ‘extend hospitality to 


the citizens of our neighboring 
communities and at thessame time 
—to encourage the breeding of 
better stock horses, serve as a rec- 
reation for the workers in the cattle 
industry and be the means of their 
demonstrating their skill,. thereby 
causing them to become more pro- 
ficient in the handling of livestock. 

Officially, the first annual Cali- 
fornia Rodeo was held in 1911 
at the old Salinas Race Track. 
A panoramic photograph of that 
event, now yellow with age, 
shows about 40 horsemen, plus a 
few ladies in divided skirts. 

Simultaneously with the rodeo 
(in California it’s pronounced 
Ro-DAY-oh) Salinas businessmen 
held a town celebration, known as 
Big Week, and the two events con- 
tinued under separatte sponsorship 
until 1924 when the cattlemen’s 
Organization, incorporated as the 
California Rodeo, and the Salinas 
Big Week Committee merged as 
the reorganized California Rodeo, 
a non-profit corporation. 

In its many years, the California 
Rodeo has produced some of the 
greatest thrills in Rodeo history, 
and attracted the greatest riders and 
ropers the west has ever seen. Pro- 
grams of the past contain such 
names as Yakima Cannutt, Jesse 
Stahl, Smoky Snyder, Earl Thode, 
Burel Mulkey, Pete Knight, Clay 
McGonigal, and Toots Mansfield— 
names to conjur with in rodeo 
annals. 

Today, as in the past, the world’s 
greatest bronc and bull riders, steer 
wrestlers and ropers are cempeting 
in the California Rodeo.
